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Johnson man indicted on murder charge

LOUISA — The Lawrence County Grand 
Jury issued nine indictments last week, includ- 
ing one for murder. 

Joshua Fitzpatrick, 34, of Paintsville, is 
charged with murder, first-offense operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of alcohol/ 
drugs, first-degree fleeing or evading, operat- 



ing on suspended or revoked operator’s license 
and second-degree persistent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, on or before 
Oct. 4, Fitzpatrick allegedly wantonly operated 
a motor vehicle under circumstances manifest- 
ing extreme indifference to the value of human 
life, thereby creating a grave risk of death to 
Johnny K. Maynard and was operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or 
other substance that impair a driver’s ability to 
operate that motor vehicle while also having 



his license either suspended or revoked. He 
also knowingly and unlawfully disregarded 
signals and commands to stop given by KSP 
Trooper Devan Cleavers, in an attempt to elude 
police. 

Fitzpatrick is also a previously convicted 
felon, according to the indictment. 

Fitzpatrick is represented by attorney 
Eldred “Bud” Adams of Louisa. 

According to a press release issued by the 
Kentucky State Police at Post 14 in Ashland, 



authorities received a report of a vehicle trav- 
eling north in a reckless manner on U.S. 23 and 
KSP Trooper Devan Cleaver responded. 

Cleaver located the tan 2001 Toyota Cam- 
ry, driven by Fitzpatrick and observed viola- 
tions, at which time he initiated his emergency 
equipment and attempted to conduct a traffic 
stop, the release said. But the vehicle acceler-

Woman 
sentenced 
to 20 
years

PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
County woman convicted of drug 
offenses was formally sentenced in 
Johnson Circuit Court Friday to 20 
years in prison. 

Evalene Childers, 51, of Hager 
Hill, was found guilty by a Johnson 
Circuit Court jury of three counts of 
trafficking Oxycodone between 
August 2012 and November 2012. 

Childers and several others, 
including her husband Frank, who 
opted to take a plea deal and will 
serve a period of eight years, were 
arrested in April during a drug sting 
that involved officers with the John- 
son County Sheriff’s Office working 
with members of operation UNITE 
during “Operation Spring Cleanup.” 

During the course of Evalene 
Childers’ trial, jurors heard testimo- 
ny from two confidential informants 
and also viewed a video transaction. 

Childers and her husband were 
indicted in April. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before Aug. 15, 2012, the couple, 
acting alone or in complicity with 
each other, trafficked 10 units of a 
schedule II controlled substance. 
Oxycodone; then again on Aug. 30, 
2012, trafficked 12 units of Oxyco- 
done and again on Nov. 14, 2012, 
another four dosage units of Oxyco- 
done. 

Frank Childers was formally 
sentenced Nov. 1 .

HINDMAN - A pretrial confer- 
ence is scheduled for March 24, 
2014, for a Johnson County man 
charged with murder in the Septem- 
ber death of a Sitka woman whose 
body was found along Owens 
Branch in Knott County after hav- 
ing been missing for eight days. 

Gary Ward, 37, of Meally, 
entered a not-guilty plea Thursday 
in Knott Circuit Court to one count 
of murder, tampering with physical 
evidence and abuse of a corpse and 
is currently being held in lieu of a

PIKEVILLE — A defendant in a federal 
fraud case involving the former mayor of Martin 
is seeking a continuance of the scheduled Janu- 
ary trial. 

An attorney for Rita Christine Whicker filed 
the continuance motion last week, saying he 
needs more time to prepare for the trial, which is 
set for Jan. 6, 2014. 



“The trial is less than two months away,” 
attorney W. Kent Varney of Pikeville said in the 
court filing. “The United States has already pro- 
vided approximately 700 pages of discovery. 
The United States will be filing an Agreed Pro- 
tective Order concerning discovery in this mat- 
ter thus making reviewing discovery with the 
Defendant more time consuming. If that is the 
case then the Undersigned cannot possibly be 
ready for trial.”

Paintsville High’s college-going 
rate ranked No. 2 in state

PAINTSVILLE — A high 
school in the Big Sandy region 
has one of the state’s highest per- 
centages of students who contin- 
ued their education following 
graduation, according to results 
released last week by the Ken- 
tucky Center for Education and 
Workforce Statistics. 

Paintsville High School’s 93.6 
percent college-going rate is sec- 
ond only to Brown School in Jef- 
ferson County, which had the 



state’s highest rate at 94.9 per- 
cent. 

Forty- seven seniors graduated 
from Paintsville High in 20 1 1 . Of 
those, 91.5 percent attended a 
Kentucky college or university 
and 6.4 percent who went to an 
out-of-state college or university. 

Paintsville school superinten- 
dent Coy Samons was obviously 
pleased with the school’s state- 
wide showing. 

“The Paintsville Board of Edu- 
cation is very pleased with the 
recent data released from the 
Kentucky Center for Education 



and Work Force Statistics (KCE- 
WS),” Samons said in an e-mail. 
“To be ranked 2nd in the state 
with a college-going rate of 93.6% 
is exceptional and is a credit 
to the efforts of our students, 
parents, faculty, and staff. The 
statistics also revealed that PHS 
students are not only enrolling in 
college, but are doing well aca- 
demically. It is satisfying to have 
the district’s hard work validated 
by outside sources and confirm 
that Paintsville students are pre-

ated and traveled at a high rate 
of speed in an attempt to elude 
Cleaver, who continued to 
pursue the vehicle, which 
turned onto Ky. 644 and con- 
tinued at a high rate of speed 
and in a reckless manner, 
according to the release. 

Fitzpatrick lost control of 
the vehicle as he passed the 
intersection of Ky. 644 and B 
Street, traveling into the west- 
bound lane on Ky. 644 and 
into the path of a motorcycle 
operated by Maynard, 40, of 
Catlettsburg, the release said. 

Maynard suffered several 
life-threatening injuries as he 
was thrown from the motor- 
cycle upon impact and was 
later pronounced dead by 
Assistant Lawrence County 
Coroner Raymond Byrd, the 
release said. 

It was later reported that 
Fitzpatrick had been engaged 
in a domestic dispute in 
Paintsville earlier in the day 
and had fled the scene in a 
stolen tan 2001 Toyota Cam- 
ry, the release said. 

Fitzpatrick was also indict- 
ed in Johnson County for 
alleged incidents that occurred 
prior to the Lawrence County 
crash. Fitzpatrick is charged 
in the Johnson County indict- 
ment with second-degree rob- 
bery, second-degree persistent 
felony offender, fourth-degree 
assault and unauthorized use 
of an automobile. 

According to the Johnson 
County indictment, on or 
about Oct. 4, Fitzpatrick 
allegedly, knowingly and 
unlawfully, while in the 
course of committing the theft 
of $100 cash from Debora 
Fitzpatrick, used or threatened 
the immediate use of physical 
force in an attempt to accom- 
plish the theft; he is a previ- 
ously convicted felon, physi- 
cally assaulted Deborah Fitz- 
patrick and he was in physical 
control of a 2005 Toyota 
Camry owned by her without 
permission to do so. 

Eight other Lawrence 
County indictments were 
issued. Named in the true bills 
were: 

• Jennifer L. Mitchell, 37, 



of Salyersville, charged with 
first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance, tamper- 
ing with physical evidence 
and public intoxication. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before July 4, 
Mitchell allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully was in posses- 
sion of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance, morphine; 
concealed, destroyed or 
defaced physical evidence 
that she believed would be 
used against her in an official 
proceeding; and was mani- 
festly under the influence of 
alcohol or other substance 
while in a public setting. 

• Joseph Clayton Van- 
hoose, 29, of Louisa, charged 
with first-degree possession 
of a controlled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Sept. 11, 
Vanhoose was allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully in 
possession of a schedule II 
controlled substance. Oxyco- 
done. 

• William M. Muncy, 38, 
and Sherry J. Cook, 41, both 
of Louisa, charged with first- 
degree possession of a con- 
trolled substance/complicity 
and possession/use drug para- 
phernalia/complicity. 

Muncy is also charged 
with second-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Aug. 25, 
Muncy and Cook, allegedly 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, knowingly 
and unlawfully were in pos- 
session of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance. Oxycodone, 
and hypodermic syringes. 

Muncy is also a previously 
convicted felon, the indict- 
ment says. 

• Russell Cyrus, 41, of 
Louisa, charged with first- 
degree bail jumping. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before June 14, 
Cyrus allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully after having 
been released from custody by 
the court, upon the condition 
that he will subsequently 
appear at a specified time and 
place in connection with a 
felony charge in case, flagrant 
non- support, a class D felony. 



he failed to appear at that time 
and place as ordered by the 
court. 

• James A. Cook, 29, of 
Louisa, charged with failure 
to comply with sex offender 
registration; registrant prohib- 
ited from using social network 
Web site or instant messaging 
or chat room program acces- 
sible by minors and second- 
degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before July 17, 
Cook allegedly knowingly 
and unlawfully failed to regis- 
ter a new physical address, 
electronic mail address, 
instant messaging addresses 
or Internet communication 
name identities if Internet 
communication identities 
change the registrant shall 
notify of the change and list 
any all new identity user 
names with the appropriate 
local probation and parole 
office as stated in the provi- 
sions of KRS 17.510; regis- 
trant knowingly and unlaw- 
fully used social networking 
Web site or any instant mes- 
saging site or chat room site if 
that site allows a person less 
than 18-years-of age to access 
or use the web site or program 
and is a previously convicted 
felon. 

• James Fuller, 54, of 
Portsmouth, Ohio, charged 
with first-degree wanton 
endangerment and leaving the 
scene of an accident/failure to 
render aid. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Aug. 1, 
Fuller allegedly created a sub- 
stantial danger of serious 
physical injury to another per- 
son by operating a commer- 
cial vehicle, namely a 2006 
Peterbilt tractor-trailer, on 
Madison Street in Louisa in 
such a manner as strike the 
back of a passenger vehicle 
being driven by Chris Rose, 
several times, pushing the vic- 
tim’s vehicle off the side of 
the road and into the guardrail 
and failed to stop and render 
aid after having hit the pas- 
senger vehicle being driven 
by Rose with his tractor- trail- 
er and left the scene. 

• Anthony Jones, 32, of 



Staff ordsville, charged with 
theft by unlawful taking over 
$500. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Oct. 28, 
Jones allegedly took a purse 
belonging to Kandi Maynard 
with the intent to deprive the 
owner and the purse contained 
money and items of value in 
excess of $500. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by 
the grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review.

pared for the next phase of 
life.” 

Paintsville far exceeded 
the state average of 60.2 per- 
cent. Two other schools also 
exceeded the state average 
— Johnson Central, 68.7 
percent; Sheldon Clark, 66.5 
percent; Allen Central, 64.8 
percent; and Prestonsburg, 
64.8 percent. 

Other rates in the Big 
Sandy region were 56.7 per- 
cent at Lawrence County 
High School, 52.4 percent at 
South Floyd and 51.8 per- 
cent at Betsy Layne. 

The Kentucky Center for 
Education and Workforce 
Statistics said that about 
three out of every five of 
Kentucky’s public high 
school Class of 2011 
enrolled in college for the 
2011-2012 academic year, 
exceeding the previous 
year’s enrollment. 

“This report provides the 
best information about col- 
lege going and freshman 
year success that we have 
ever seen,” said Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet Secre- 
tary Thomas O. Zawacki. “It 
is the perfect example of 
why Kentucky continues to 
be a national leader in data 
use to improve education 
and training.” 

The report revealed that 
of the 44,853 Kentucky pub- 
lic high school graduates in 
20 1 1 , 60 .2 percent or 27 ,0 14 
enrolled in some form of 
higher education compared 
to 61 .4 percent of those who 
graduated in 2010, a total of 
26,858 students. Even 
though more students attend- 
ed college, the actual col- 
lege-going rate dropped 
marginally in part because of 
the increasing number of 
high school graduates, said 
Charles McGrew, Ph.D., 
executive director of KCE- 
WS. 

“Kentucky has made 
great strides in increasing its 
public high school gradua- 



tion rates in recent years, but 
today’s global economy 
requires more than just a 
high school diploma,” said 
Education Commissioner 
Terry Holliday. “The future 
of Kentucky’s students - and 
the economic well-being of 
the Commonwealth - 
depends on their ability to 
acquire education and train- 
ing after they graduate high 
school. The 2013 Kentucky 
High School Eeedback 
Report gives educators, par- 
ents and community mem- 
bers valuable information 
they can use as they strive to 
increase student achieve- 
ment and better prepare their 
students to succeed in col- 
lege and the workforce.” 

The 2013 report includes 
individual reports for 228 
public high schools in the 
state and is based on 2011- 
2012 college enrollment 
data, not surveys of students.

Robinson are also charged 
with misappropriating mon- 
ey from a federal program. 

Halbert is additionally 
charged with failure to 
report her employment 
earnings to the SSA. 

According to the indict- 
ment, from 2006 until Janu- 
ary 2013, Halbert, who pur- 
portedly worked on a volun- 
teer basis, was secretly paid 
with federal funds that were 
primarily intended for the 
Martin Community Center 
(MCC) and the Housing 
Authority of Martin (HAM) . 
To conceal the scheme, the 
defendants allegedly 
arranged for the checks to 
be made payable to Hal- 
bert’s son, Jeremy Pack, the 
indictment says. 

All of the women plead- 
ed not guilty to the charges 
during their arraignments.

$500,000 cash bond. 

Ward is represented by 
Pikeville attorney Kent Var- 
ney. 

The Knott County Grand 
Jury indicted Ward in Octo- 
ber and he was arrested the 
same day. 

Christina Barnett’s body 
was found by a search party 
that included members of her 
family on Sept. 25, at which 
time detectives initiated a 



death investigation. The body 
was sent to the Kentucky 
State Medical Examiner’s 
Office for an autopsy and 
positive identification. 

Once the preliminary 
autopsy report and identifica- 
tion of the victim were con- 
firmed, the death investiga- 
tion transitioned to a homi- 
cide. 

Barnett’s body was origi- 
nally believed to have been 
burned, but Knott County 
Coroner, William Blair said 



the autopsy showed Barnett’s 
body had not been burned but 
was instead “found in an 
advanced stage of decompo- 
sition.” 

Barnett’s mother, Donna 
Hale, immediately became 
concerned for her daughter 
when her cell phone and 
Facebook account went 
silent. 

Hale also said that Barnett 
was with her boyfriend when 
she left and that they are a 
close family, so when she 



hadn’t heard from her either 
by phone or through Face- 
book, she knew something 
was wrong and she reported 
her daughter missing. 

Hale said that her daugh- 
ter had met Ward on the Inter- 
net but that they had been 
seeing each other for months 
and she hadn’t just met him 
then took off with him. 

Barnett’s sister, Michelle 
Hale, said after Ward’s arrest 
that she felt triumphant that 
the man who killed her sister 
is in jail and that justice is 
being served.

public information officer 
Shaun Little said Tuesday that 
Thornsbury was driving a 
small pickup truck at the time 
of the crash. 

“He was traveling north on 
Route 979, and his vehicle 
dropped off the right shoulder 
and overturned,” Little said. “I 
don’t have all of the details 
yet, but he was flown to UK, 
where he was later pro- 
nounced deceased.” 



Thornsbury was born in 
Johnson County Aug. 11, 
1993. He was the son of Clark 
Douglas and Deborah Hall 
Thornsbury. He was a 2012 
graduate of South Floyd High 
School and was enrolled as a 
student at Big Sandy Commu- 
nity and Technical College, 
where he was studying heat- 
ing and cooling and diesel 
mechanics. 

Thornsbury is also sur- 
vived by two sisters, Morgan 
Brooke Newsome of Grethel 



and Brittany Paige Thorns- 
bury of Wheelwright; a broth- 
er, Justin Douglas of Drift; 
and his grandparents, Jackie 
Hall of Wheelwright and 
Clark and Sylvia Jean Thorns- 
bury of Melvin. 

Funeral services were 
Monday at the Joppa Old Reg- 
ular Baptist Church in Melvin, 
with burial in Hall-Little 
Cemetery in Floyd County. 

The cause of the accident 
is under investigation by the 
KSP.

The holidays are a great 
time to buy your family - 
or yourself - exciting new 
gadgets. Smartphones, tab- 
lets, TVs, headphones, 
computers, streaming 
media players, soundbars, 
gaming consoles, robots, 
cameras - the list seems 
endless. 

Unfortunately, you 
should avoid some items 
on that list. These tech no- 
nos are either on the way 
out, or not quite ready for 
prime time. Here are gifts 
to avoid this holiday. 

Sub-$400 Laptops 

Looking for a bargain 
laptop to surf the Web, 
watch movies, listen to 
music, read books, play 
casual games and perform 
other light computing 
tasks? You’ll find plenty. 

More people are find- 
ing that for the same mon- 
ey - or less - they can do 
just as much - or more - 
with a tablet. A tablet is 
ultraportable, has better 
battery life, is more versa- 
tile and less susceptible to 
malware than a laptop. 

Start by looking at the 
Nexus 7 ($230), Kindle 
Fire HDX 7-inch ($229) or 
iPad mini with Retina dis- 
play ($399). 

Surface RT Tablets 

Speaking of tablets, I 
don’t recommend spending 
your money on Microsoft’s 
Surface RT or Surface 2 
RT tablets. The hardware is 
good, but these tablets 
come loaded with Win- 
dows RT, which only has 
100,000 apps and doesn’t 
run regular Windows pro- 
grams. 

If you must have a tab- 
let that can run Windows, 
consider the Surface 2 Pro. 
It starts at $899, which is 
much more expensive than 
most tablets. However, it 
works using the complete 
version of Windows 8.1 so 
you can use your favorite 
Microsoft programs. 

Smart watches 

Samsung made head- 
lines when it announced 
the first high-end smart 
watch. And the new Sam- 
sung Galaxy Gear Smart- 
Watch ($299) looks good 
at first glance. 

You can make phone 
calls, check email and even 
take photos and video. If 
you want to feel like James 
Bond, this gadget can get 
you there. 

Don’t buy the Gear - or 
any smart watch - just yet. 
Your smartphone already 
does everything a smart 
watch can do - only better 
and faster. 

To date, there are only 
about 70 apps available for 
the Gear, and battery life is 
not much better than the 
average smartphone. Plus, 
the Gear only works with a 
Galaxy Note III smart- 
phone or Galaxy Note 10.1 
tablet. If you don’t own 
one of these, the Gear is 
just a regular watch. 

Another much-hyped 
smart watch is the Pebble 
($150). It has a better bat- 
tery life than the Gear - up 
to one week - but uses a 
black-and-white e-Ink 
screen and has few apps. 

Video game consoles 

Two next-generation 
gaming consoles - the 
Xbox One ($499) and 
Playstation 4 ($399) - 
launch this month. You’re 
better off ignoring the rush 
and waiting until next year 
to buy. 

Supplies will be better 
and more games will be 
available. If you’re after an 
older Xbox 360 or PlaySta- 
tion 3 , prices will be lower 
next year as well, and 
they’ll still have the newest 
games like Grand Theft 
Auto V, Call of Duty: 
Ghosts, Battlefield 4 and 
Madden. Microsoft has 
said it will continue to sup- 
port the Xbox 360 until at

LEXINGTON - The Ken- 
tucky High School Athletic 
Association Board of Control 
addressed various items dur- 
ing its November meeting 
Monday, Nov. 11, including 
two alignment changes in the 
15th Region. 

The board approved a mea- 
sure unanimously endorsed by 
the seven public school super- 
intendents in the basketball 
15th Region to make two 
alignment changes. The move, 
which was sought as a means 
to balance the number of 
teams in each district within 
the region, is effective starting 
with the 2014-15 playing sea- 
sons and will impact baseball, 
basketball, soccer, softball and 
volleyball. 

The changes that will go 
into effect in the 15th Region 
in 2014-15 are as follows: 

• In baseball, basketball, 
volleyball and softball, Law- 
rence County will move from 
District 57 to District 60, will 
also includes Belfry, Phelps, 
and Pike County Central. 

• In the sports in which 
they participate, Piarist School 
in Floyd County would move 
into District 59 to join East 
Ridge, Pikeville and Shelby 
Valley and create a four-team 
district, thereby reducing the 
58th district to four teams. 

• In soccer only, Lawrence 
County will move from Dis- 
trict 57 to District 58 to be 
paired with its natural new 
district teams. The alignment 
in soccer in this area is ever 
evolving and will likely con- 
tinue to change as new teams 
are formed. 

The request for realign- 
ment came through a unani- 
mous decision by the superin- 
tendents from Floyd County, 
Johnson County, Lawrence 
County, Martin County, 
Paintsville Independent, Pike 
County and Pikeville Indepen- 
dent. Among the rationale 
behind their request was a 
desire to eliminate all three- 
team districts where there 
existed enough teams in the 
region to do so, and correct the 
disparity wherein the 15th 
Region, which is the only 
region in the state that has a 
five-team district in the same 
region with two three-team 
districts. 



The superintendents also 
sought to address competitive 
fairness due to an imbalance in 
opportunities to advance tc 
regional tournaments, which 
not only impact participation 
opportunities but athletic 
department finances as well, 
and tournament administration 
disparities (additional nights 
and costs of hosting a five- 
team tournament vs. a three- 
team district).
